COURT ORDERS BANK CLOSED 


Massachusetts Institution Unexpected­ 
ly Shut Down. 
Boston, Feb. 2.—By an order of the 
iupreme judicial court closing the 
Sreenfield Savings bank of Green­ 
field and suspending the payment of 
further dividends, it is hoped to elimi­ 
nate the unproductive assets of the 
tank and eventually throw open the 
doors of the institution to its 7,000 de­ 
positors, who have entrusted nearly 
$3,000,000 to its keeping. 
The bank is one of the largest sav­ 
ings institutions in the Connecticut 
valley, and its closing at the request 
of the savings bank commissioner. 
Pierre Jay, came unexpectedly to the 
depositors, many of whom are mill- 
hands and working people. 
Instead of asking for a receiver. 
Commissioner Jay requested that a 
course similar to that adopted in ad­ 
justing the finances of the Marble­ 
head Savings bank five years ago be 
pursued. This permits the trustees to 
carry on the business of the bank un­ 
der the supervision of the bank com­ 
missioner, to lend money to needy de­ 
positors, and to gradually nurse the 
bank back to a healthy condition.

“The president has seen fit to take 
advantage of his high office to the 
extent of attempting to coerce and 
Intimidate 
legislation in California 
upon this subject and, 
“Whereas, we view, with alarm this 
attempted encroachment of the gov­ 
ernment on state rights, therefore 
be it, 
“Resolved, That we, the people of 
the state of Nevada, represented In 
senate and assembly, do hereby rec­ 
ommend to the state of California* to 
pay no attention whatever to the ad­ 
monishing of the president in this 
particular, but go ahead and enact 
such stringent measures as will ab­ 
solutely stop forthwith the encroach­ 
ment of the Japanese and the further 
acquiring of a foothold In this nation, 
and 
“Whereas, we believe there is no 
danger of war with the Japanese, as 
is advanced by those who oppose our 
views, but we believe that if we must 
have war with the Japanese empire, 
sooner or later, now is a better time 
to lay down terms to that empire and 
teach 
those 
arrogant 
people 
that 
American 
rights 
cannot 
be 
en­ 
croached upon and they cannot, nor 
never will be, allowed or given an op­ 
portunity to acquire a foothold in this 
country, or to assimilate with our 
race, and we further censure Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt, the president of the 
United States, for his so-called inter­ 
ference in attempting to deprive the 
citizens of the great commonwealth of 
California by threats and coercion 
from exercising their lawful rights of 
protecting themselves from the Japa­ 
nese hordes, and be it further 
“Resolved, That a copy of this reso­ 
lution be forwarded to our representa­ 
tives in congress urging them to use 
their influence in enacting an exclu­ 
sion act against the Japanese and 
Chinese, which will perpetually ex­ 
clude them from coming into this 
country.” 


MADE A DEEP IMPRESSION 


But California 
Legislators May 
Not 
Accept Roosevelt's Advice. 
Sacramento, Cal., Feb. 2.—While 
the letter of President Roosevelt to 
the governor regarding the Japanese 
question made a deep impression upon 
the legislature, the two leading anti- 
Japanese members of the assembly 
declared that they would push their 
measures to a vote as soon as possi­ 
ble. 
Assemblyman A. M. Drew of Fres­ 
no, the famous raisin producing sec­ 
tion, where there are many Japanese, 
who had already amended his anti­ 
alien bill as required by the national 
administration so that the clause dis­ 
criminating against the Japanese was 
eliminated, took exception to the let­ 
ter enclosed by the president, written 
by Secretary of State Root, in which 
It was said the federal government 
was opposed to all legislation direct­ 
ed against aliens, Japanese or others. 
Mr. Drew declared that it was to 
the interest of California to protect 
her soil from an invasion of aliens, 
"from the far shores of the Pacific, 
who would always remain citizens of 
their mother country and whom Amer­ 
icans did not welcome.” 
The judiciary committee rendered n 
report favoring the passage of the 
Drew measure without change and it 
was made a special order of business 
for Wednesday to take precedence 
over the Johnson bills denying Japa- 
nere the right to be members of cor­ 
porations and segregating them not 
only In the schools, as attempted by 
the San Francisco board of education 
two years ago, but also in residential 
districts at the option of boards of 
supervisors. 
An attempt was made to secure the 
further delay of such legislation by 
J. P. Transue and Walter Leeds of 
Los Angeles, but this fell through by 
a two-thirds vote, although a number 
of those who voted to bring the mat­ 
ter to a vote on Wednesday will vote 
on final passage with the organization 
which Is opposed to all of the meas­ 
ures affectlqg Japanese,

Transfusion 
From 
White Man to a Negress. 
Nek York, Feb. 2.—What is be­ 
lieved to be the first case of blood 
transfusion from a white man to a 
negress was brought to a successful 
issue here at Bellevue hospital. Tho 
patient, Julia 
Herrings, 
a twenty 
seven-year-old negress, was brought 
to a hospital suffering from internal 
hemorrhage. 
The surgeons In atten­ 
dance decided that the only hope of 
saving her life lay In the transfusion 
of new' blood. 
Guatav Labring, twenty-live years 
old, employed at the hospital as a 
messenger, offered his services and 
was chosen for the operation. 
About 
a pint of the white man’s blood was 
transfused. 
Th* negress, the surgeons report, 
rallied almost immediately after the 
operation and there is now hope of 
saving her life. 
Some hours later the condition of 
the patient grew worse.

Nashville, Tenn., Feb. 2.—For the 
first time, the name of Governor Mal­ 
colm R. Patterson was mentioned dur­ 
ing the day in the trial of Duncan B.

YOUNG MAN WAS MURDERED 


Evidence Shows That Elm er Bangle 
Did Not Commit Suicide. 
Fra/ee, Minn., Feb. 2.—After days 
of investigation, the authorities have 
failed to solve the ghastly problem 
presented by the brutal murder ol 
Elmer Bangle, whose mutilated body 
was consigned to the grave Sunday. 
Bangle, a young and well-to-do far- 
; mer, lived on a farm seven miles 
j south of here. Thursday his boily was 
; found lying near the barn, with the 
| top of the head blown off by a charge 
j from a shotgun. 
At first it was thought that the 
! young man had committed suicide, but 
I investigation of the' evidence showed 
j unmistakably that foul play had been 
I done and that his life had been taken 
by some unknown person. 
Bangle’s 
nose 
was split and his upper lip 
gashed, presumably with an ax. There 
was not a whole bone In the head. 
Coroner O. M. Haugen of Fergus Falls 
and Deputy Coroner Berthold of Per­ 
ham held an inquest Saturday, but no 
report has been made as to their find­ 
ings. 
Many theories have been advanced 
as to the motive for the crime, but the 
one most generally accepted is that 
Bangle was murdered for his money, 
as he was known to carry surrj3 of $50 
to $100.

Paid Back Every Cent. 
There are a few instances in the ca­ 
reer of Governor Fort that illustrate 
the quality of the man. 
The first oc­ 
curred just after he was out of law 
Bchool. 
His father had advanced mon­ 
ey for young Fort's education, but the 
boy did not rest until out of his first 
earnings he paid back every cent. 
The second incident occurred when 
the young man was choosing a career. 
He is not the first New Jersey gov­ 
ernor in the Fort family, his uncle, 
George I. Fort, having held that exalt­ 
ed office back in the fifties. When ad­ 
vising with the old gentleman about 
the way to grab the success fruit off 
the political tree the original Governor 
Fort advised his nephew to move to 
Jersey City and become a Democrat, 
as that was the only party through 
which he could hope for preferment. 
To this the young man demurred. He 
did not object to Jersey City, but he 
was a 
Republican and 
would 
not 
change his coat for an office. 
The third characteristic event was 
pulled off many years later. 
In the 
meantime John Franklin 
Fort had 
been doing things, had served a long 
time as district judge, was a leader at 
the bar and a political orator recog­ 
nized by bis party. 
In was in 1881. 
and his friends wanted bim to be a 
delegate at large to the national con­ 
vention. There was an obstacle in the 
way. He was for Edmunds for presi­ 
dent. while New Jersey had declared 
for Blaine. He stood by his guns and 
made a speech for Edmunds in the 
state convention. It must have been a 
good speech, for he was elected dele­ 
gate at large despite his Edmunds 
proclivities. In that same year Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt was a delegate at large 
from the state of New York and was 
also for Edmunds, who had a few 
other votes—very few. 
Despite the 


Judge Fort requested a hearing before 
the legislature and presented the case 
so cogently that the bill passed both 
houses by practically a unanimous 
vote. 
So popular was the measure 
that whenever the senator from Essex 
thought of that “by request" he went 
into a secluded spot and kicked him­ 
self. 
The probation system puts men 
sentenced to prison on their honor aud 
allows them to remain at large during 
good behavior. 
It sounds well in theo­ 
ry and has worked in practice. 
Rid Long Branch of Gamblers. 
Driving the gamblers out of Long 
Branch 
is 
another case 
in 
point. 
Everybody said it could not be done. 
The gamblers had large- amounts in­ 
vested, ran some of the most notorious 
joints around New York, were in­ 
trenched in power and controlled poli­ 
tics. 
Justice Fort had nothing on bls 
side but the law and the fact. 
He 
held the grand jury In continuous ses­ 
sion, indicted the light fingered gen­ 
tlemen, convinced them that he meant 
business, then told them to leave the 
state and lf they ever came back he 
would send them to state prison. They 
went and did not return. 
Fort was still on the supreme bench 
when he was nominated for governor. 
The politicians wanted him to con­ 
tinue holding the office after his nomi­ 
nation, offering many precedents for 
such a course. 
But that w*as not 
Fort’s way. 
While going to the con­ 
vention that had just named him for 
governor he met Governor Stokes on 
the stairs leading to the hall, handed 
in his resignation as justice, 
then 
mounted the platform and accepted 
the nomination. 
Just there occurred another incident 
that showed the timbre of the man. 
The bishops’ law was then a lively is­ 
sue in Jersey politics. That law pro­ 
vides for the removal 
of 
window 
screens and other bbstructions to vi­ 
sion from all saloons and drinking 


places on Sundays and election days. 
The liquor interests, of course, op­ 
posed if, and the politicians advised 
Fort to sidestep the 'issue or go light 
on its indorsement,, but that again was 
not his way. He came out flatfootedljr 
for the law and made it one of the 
chief issues of his campaign. 
And lie incant It. 
He proved that 
after he was elected governor. Atlan­ 
tic City found it out in a rather Jar­ 
ring manner. There Sunday closing is 
a Joke, or was till Fort told them that 
if they did not obey the law be would 
call nu extra session of the legislature 
and see what could lie done about It. 
Then Atlantic City awakened to the 
quality of the man. as Long Branch 
had done before, and for tile first time 
In her history actually closed her sa­ 
loons on Sunday. The natives have 
not got over the wonder of the thing 
to this dny. 
blore Than a Party Man. 
That Fort has a real spinal column 
lu place of the cartilage that too often 
does service for that Important organ 
is revealed by other incidents of his 
career—for example, his fight against 
tho bosses of his own party to tiring 
about a lictter financial system for 
Newark or Ids opposing til© wishes of 
the politicians by inaugurating civil 
service iii the state. 
Manhood tran­ 
scends partisnnism. 
Courage and con­ 
viction are higher than politics. Gov­ 
ernor Fort is a party man, but he is 
more. He is loyal to tile organization, 
but does not consider that tho organi­ 
zation consists alone of n few liosses. 
Ile is regular and yet, after ids own 
ideals, is a reformer. 
Tho first article 
of ids political creed is the sacredness 
of the law. The next is trust in his 
fellow man. I think I will have gen­ 
eral assent in saying that John Frank­ 
lin Fort is the Roosevelt and Taft 
loader in Ids state, and I have my 
own assent in ndditig that the nation 
will know him better before he quits 
politics. 
It was one of the slushiest days of 
winter when I went to Trenton to Inter­ 
view Governor Fort. To heighten the 
Interest of the occasion, the street car 
conductor, after the manner of his 
kind, carried me several blocks beyond 
my destination. When I got off to take 
a car back the street was full of run­ 
ning water and melting snow, and as 
I picked my way to the curb I tried to 
imagine I was G. Washington crossing 
the ice flecked Delaware to fight the 
battle of Trenton. Ever since that day 
I have had a more lively appreciation 
of Washington’s feat. I wonder what 
the Father of n is Country would do lf 
he ran up against the legislative Hes­ 
sians at Trenton now. And that re­ 
calls me from this digressive side path 
to Governor Fort, for that Is just what 
Fort has to do. 
Tall and Handsome. 
I found the governor about the hand­ 
somest man I have run up against 
since the days when I used to play 
chess with Charlie Magoon out In Lin­ 
coln. Mngoeh wore a silk hat even In 
those days, as though he had a prophet­ 
ic hunch that he would be bls excel­ 
lency of Panama and Cuba some day. 
I think Fort has it- even over MagootT 
In the matter of looks. Indeed, in a 
Job lot of governors he would have all 
the rest looking like cheap imitations. 
He Is tall, but not too tall; fleshy, but 
not too fleshy; youthful looking for his 
years and yet redeemed from a too 
adolescent appearance by an Iron gray 
close cropped mustache. 
Ills photo­ 
graphs are like him and yet fail to re­ 
veal the fine lines of his face. If I 
were ordering a governor to fill the 
ideal specifications at every point I do 
not see how I could much improve on 
Fort. 
True, he has not the exuberant 
whiskers of Hughes, but for that I 
can forgive him with my whole heart. 
My talk with Governor Fort was not 
an interview, but a chat. I wanted to 
know the man, not to pump him or 
put words into his mouth. 
He said 
one thing, however, that caught me. 
It expressed 
his jubilant faith in 
Americanism 
and 
fundamental 
de­ 
mocracy. 
A Republican legislature 
had just elected Chamberlaiu, a Dem­ 
ocrat, senator from Oregon in obedi­ 
ence to a mandate from the people. 
To Fort this seemed a triumph of hu­ 
man honesty and popular government. 
He favored election of senators by the 
people. 
He believed, with De Tocque- 
ville, that the cure for the evils of de­ 
mocracy is more democracy. Put men 
on their honor. 
The masses have 
shown their capacity for orderly gov­ 
ernment. 
Trust them. These are but 
indications of what he really did say, 
but he got my goat right there. 
In­ 
deed, he got it from his first frank 
look and hearty word. 
My heart is 
not a partisan, and it always did like 
leal men. 
Public Speaker Early In Life. 
John Franklin Fort was born in 
1852, when his uncle was governor. 
He comes from an old stock, there be­ 
ing in the family an old oak trunk, 
dated “Roger Fort, 1669.” 
It is plain 
that trunk was never subjected to-the 
mercies of the modern baggage smash­ 
er. 
Young Fort graduated from Pen­ 
nington seminary and Intended to en­ 
ter college, but financial reverses pre­ 
vented. 
He taught instead and then 
went to Albany Law school, where he 
was a roommate of Judge Alton B. 
Parker. 
Returning 
to 
Jersey, 
he 
made speeches for Grant before he 
was of age. As a result, he was made 
assistant journal clerk in the legisla­ 
ture. 
Later he was admitted to the 
bar, stumped the state for George A. 
Halsey for governor, was appointed 
district judge by Governor George B. 
McClellan, a Democrat, presided over 
the convention that nominated Gen­ 
eral E. Burd Grubb for governor and 
over that 
which named John 
W. 
Griggs for the same office, was made 
a judge of common pleas in 1897 and 
about four years later was elevated to 
the supreme bench.

This would leave an open field for 
thd speakership of llie house when 
the * pedal session is called March 10 
and the story furth r runs that the 
mantle which Cncle Joe has worn for 
the past six years would fall upon the 
shoulders of James A. Tawnoy, chair­ 
man of the appropriations committee. 
Mr. Tawney is not one of the Re­ 
publican^ in Washington who believe 
that Speaker cannon would accépt the 
renatorship from Illinois if it were 
c ffercd him, but there are others who 
believe that six years in the senate 
would not be unacceptable to Speaker 
Cannon. 
It would be a nice, pleasant six 
years’ job, without a campaign every 
two years and the irritation of the 
Insurgent element in tho house, which 
row and then puts up a fight that 
makes trouble, and though a move 
from the speakership to the senate 
would, in a sense, be a demotion, six 
years as speaker and six years as 
senator would be a good record.

APPROPRIATION TAKEN OUT 


W est Point Cadets M ay Not Attend 
Inauguration of Taft. 
Washington, 
Feb. 
2.—Unless the 
senate comes to their rescue, the 
West Point cadets will not be able to 
nttend the Inauguration on March 4 
at the expense of the government. 
The cadets have bern one of the big 
attractions of tire Inaugural ceremo­ 
nies for many years past. 
By a point 
of order an item providing funds for 
the cadets’ trip to Washington was 
stricken from the military appropria­ 
tion bill. 
Another item removed from the bill 
was an appropriation for the construc­ 
tion of an asylum for refugees in time 
of war and another for a storehouse 
on Corregidor island in Manila bay. 
On account of time consumed with 
bills under suspension of the rules, 
the consideration by the house of the 
appropriation bill was not completed. 
Under suspension the house passed 
the Payne bill prohibiting the impor­ 
tation of opium, but refused to pass 
the senate bill to pension federal 
Judges. 
The bill for the exportation of aliens 
convicted of a felony was also denied 
passage. A limitation was placed up­ 
on the scope of the Olmstad special 
committee to investigate appropria­ 
tions for and the work of the secret 
service of the various departments. 


Steam er Ten D ays Overdue. 
Philadelphia, Feb. 2.—There Is con­ 
siderable anxiety over the safety of 
the German steamship Maria 
Rick- 
mers, now thirty-one days out from 
Greenoch, Scotland, and more than 
ten days overdue. 
The anxiety is 
made all the greater by the fact that 
terrific storms have swept the Atlan­ 
tic lately. The ship is under the com­ 
mand of Captain Rupp and carried a 
crew of thirty-two men.

That tells the story from the stand pat, 
organization viewpoint, for Theodore 
E. Burton insists on doing his own 
thinking, Is often an Insurgent, op­ 
poses a big navy, ship subsidy and 
other things dear to the heart of a ma­ 
jority of his party, favors tariff re­ 
vision, 
stands between 
the United 
States treasury and innumerable con­ 
gressmen 
hungry 
for 
"pork” 
and 
knows more about rivers and harbors 
and some other things than any man 
In either branch of the congress and 
more on a few lines perhaps than all 
of them put together. 
The ascendency of Theodore E. Bur­ 
ton Is a case of the triumph of sheer 
intellect. Ile bas no magnetism, little 
humor, but a bitter wit, Is not a man 
of the people or a mixer, has no effu­ 
siveness In meeting men, denying their 
requests bluntly, Is not a politician In 
the ordinary sense of the term, Is an­ 
gular and has the student's*stoop, has 
no recreations, is unmarried and gen­ 
erally Is about the furthest possible 
removed from the popular conception 
of the American public man. He is of 
the type of John Sherman, whose life 
he has written. His very friends ac­ 
cuse him of lacking vim. 
Yet this 
cold, unemotional man made In the Im­ 
age of a thinking machine, this man 
fresh from a defeat for mayor of Cleve­ 
land that would hove obliterated a 
lesser figure, Is the one w’ho has jus' 
triumphed In a great senatorial battle 
over Joseph Benson Foraker with the 
Standard Oil at his back, over a broth­ 
er of the president elect and over a 


mansbip as well as the stage acting 
sort. The people are humbugged, God 
knows how shamefully, but they find 
it out sooner or later, and then they 
prove that they do not like it by the 
verdict they pass on the man guilty of 
the imposition. 
We need more sin­ 
cere, unpretentious, independent, able 
Burtons in public life.

BILLS PASSED BY SENATE 


Seventy-five M easures on the Calen­ 
dar Disposed Of. 
Washington, Fob. 2.—Seventy-five 
bills on the calendar of the senate 
were passed. 
The consideration of 
these measures, most o f which were 
Df local character or of minor impor­ 
tance, consumed nearly the entire ses­ 
sion of the senate. 
Senator Foraker attempted to get 
consideration for the Aldrich substi­ 
tute bill providing for a court of in­ 
quiry to pass on the qualifications of 
the discharged negro soldiers of the 
Twenty-fifth regiment, charged with 
having shot 
up Brownsville, Tex., 
Aug. 13-14, 1906, but postponed mak­ 
ing a motion for that purpose in order 
that Senator McLaurin of Mississippi 
might speak on the Brownsville af­ 
fair. 
Mr. 
Foraker announced 
that 
after Mr. McLaurin’s speech he w’ould 
endeavor to obtain action on the bill. 
The senate passed without amend­ 
ment a house bill declaring Feb. 12, 
1909, the centenary of the birth of 
Abraham Lincoln, to be a legal holi­ 
day and recommending a general ob­ 
servance of the day.

strongly intrenched political machine. 
From all of which it is evident that 
the American people, and especially 
those of the president making state of 
Ohio, love brains. 
We have beard much of the student 
in politics, but lf the term had never 
been invented it would have to be 
coined to describe Burton. 
W ith him 
the burning of midnight oil is not a 
virtue, but a habit. Ho is the sort of 
man who never speaks until he gains 
all possible information on his subject. 
In bouse debates he is sometimes 
worsted by the shifty politicians and 
rough and tumble wits, but Burton’s 
strength comes from the fact that the 
other members have implicit faith in 
his knowledge and honesty. 
No Pretender and Loves Peace. 
Burton is incapable of posing. 
He 
cannot act a part for bis own admira­ 
tion. 
He cannot pretend, has no fads 
and cannot seem to like a man when 
be does not or to be amused when he is 
not. 
He is a' simple, unassuming, un­ 
pretentious, 
studious, 
peace 
loving, 
progressive man who is touched by the 
humanities, who must go to the front 
by force of unadorned merit lf at all. 
Burton is so sincere he cannot even 
pretend to believe in his party when 
he does not believe in it. For my sim­ 
ple self I must confess that be is of a 
type that makes infinite appeal to me. 
There is uo fustian, swashbuckling, 
grand stand playing about him. 
Bar­ 
num once said that the American peo­ 
ple like to be humbugged, and maybe 
they do, but I do not believe It. The 
coming to the front of a man like Bur­ 
ton proves that they like real states- 


my life. 
He has brains and honesty. 
He knows things. 
He is of the type 
that really loves his country and hu­ 
manity. 
Ile will not pose before the 
crowd. 
He will not play the toady to 
gain favor. 
He has courage without 
bluster and is a reformer without 
being a common scold or blatherskite. 
He is a balanced, level headed sort. 
He may appear cold, because he is not 
gushy, but be does not lack sentiment 
or emotion, as was shown when ac­ 
knowledging bis election to the sen­ 
ate. We should have more of his kind 
in politics. Ohio has had many great 
senators, but if I properly size up the 
man Theodore E. Burton will measure 
with the best of them. 
Frank and Independent. 
Here are three characteristic inci­ 
dents that reveal something of Bur­ 
ton’s quality: 
When first elected to congress in 
1888 he was a warm friend of William 
McKinley, doing some special research 
work for the then chairman of the 
ways and means committee. 
In 1892, 
however, Mr, Burton advised McKin­ 
ley not to run for president, as It was 
a Democratic year, a prediction that 
proved true. For this frank advice he 
said the future president never entire­ 
ly forgave him. 
The second incident occurred after 
Burton had been in congress several 
years. 
He became disgusted with po­ 
litics and quietly said to some of his 
friends that he intended to retire from 
public life. When Cleveland heard of 
that there was a popular wave. Bur­ 
ton had always received a large inde­ 
pendent vote, but now there was a 


On the m atter of appropriations he is 
not on obstructionist, but there must 
be sound reason for expending public 
money before lie favors it. 
A Leader of the Bar. 
Mr. Burton's middle name is Elijah, 
which may be the reason that he tries 
to conceal it. 
He comes from the 
Western Reserve, where the New Eng­ 
land conscience is still in full force. 
He was born In 1851 in Jefferson, O., 
the home of Ben Wade and Joshua 
R. Giddings. 
In his modest congres­ 
sional biography, consisting of eleven 
lines, Burton says be was educated at 
Grand River institute, Austinburg, O.; 
Iowa college, Grinnell, la., and at 
Oberlin college, Ohio, from which he 
graduated In 1872. 
He first started 
teaching, then studied law and began 
practice in Cleveland, where, after the 
usual vicissitudes and scant living of 
the young lawyer, be rose to be one 
of the leaders of the bar. He got into 
politics by being elected to the council, 
after which the young men insisted on 
his going to congress. He served one 
term, then was out for four years. 
There was a reason for his being out. 
The reason was Tom L. Johnson. 
In 
fact, the two defeats Burton bas suf­ 
fered were both at the hands of John­ 
son. It is a shame that two such good 
men should slash It into each other 
when there are so many mean men 
that need running out of politics. 
In 1894 Burton went back to con­ 
gress to stay. 
It was Tom Reed who 
picked him out for the livers and har­ 
bors committee, where he lins made 
life a burden to lobbyists and purvey­ 
ors of “pork” ever since. 
Reed loved 
men with brains, and he saw signs of 
promise in the tall, angular, stoop 
shouldered member from Cleveland. 
Two of Senator Burton’s most con­ 
spicuous services in public life, outside 
of being led up as a lamb for the sacri­ 
fice In the mayoralty election of bis 
own city, were Ills great speech for the 
Panama canal, In which he convinced 
congress of the advisability of t^e 
lock instead of the sea level type, ar" 
his speech nominating William H. Taft 
for president in the last Republican 
national convention. 
In the past few 
months he has not only declined the 
treasury portfolio in the Taft cabinet, 
but was the most prominently men­ 
tioned candidate for speaker outside of 
Cannon, which talk he stopped as soon 
as it came to his ears. 
Lives Much With Books. 
In appearance Burton is nearly six 
feet tall, wears clothes that do not fit 
too well, has a close cropped gray mus­ 
tache, a contemplative gray eye, a 
high forehead, sparse brown hair, a 
grave, almost taciturn demeanor and 
a smile that is rare enough to be ap­ 
preciated when It comes. 
He lives 
much with books, having all bis rooms 
at Washington filled with them, even 
to the gas range and pantry shelves in 
the kitchen. 
He sometimes drives in 
the park for his health, but his few 
leisure hours are usually devoted to 
reading French literature and English 
poetry. He takes an occasional trip to 
Europe, which he spends in studying 
the rivers and harbors of the old world. 
Outside of his life of Sherman, Sena­ 
tor Burton has written a book on finan­ 
cial panics which is an authority. 
It was thought that Burton never 
told a story In his life, but one has re­ 
cently come to light, the only one In 
his eighteen years In congress. A dele­ 
gation one day waited on him, asking 
for some waterway improvement and 
insisting on making an argum ent 
Mr. Burton said it was of no use; 
that he was opposed to the project and 
so was the committee. 
"That’s a brutal way of putting It, 
Mr. Burton,” said the chairman of the 
delegation. 
"Perhaps,” said Mr. Burton, and the 
delegation left. 
To a friend Mr. Bur­ 
ton told his single funny story. 
"I might have been brutal to that 
delegation, but that doesn’t prove any­ 
thing. 
A man named Einstein once 
borrowed $1,000 from a friend named 
Solomon 
on 
the plea 
of personal 
friendship. Two days later he made 
an assignment and neglected to put 
Solomon in the list of preferred cred­ 
itors. This angered Solomon, and he 
upbraided Einstein for it. 
“ ‘Well,’ said Einstein, ‘that doesn’t 
prove anything. I put those fellows In 
that preferred list and left you out be­ 
cause you are my friend. They think 
they are going to get the money, but 
you know you ain’t.* ”
